PRUNING 


'194-8—repeating the record breaking 
year ot 1910 when the city for the 
first time in its history reported no 
cases of the disease. Toronto is the 
only city of its size in the world ev¬ 
er to go through one calendar year 
without a case of diphtheria. 

"It is to be bolted that the at ain- 
ment of such a record will not induce 
thecitizeus of Toronto to become ap¬ 
athetic and indifferent where diph¬ 
theria is concerned", the Health 
League says. "Thep sht.uld con inue 
to remember that toxoid prevents 
diphtheria.” 


Another early Job in the average 
garden will be pruning. This can be 
done any time irom February to June 
with most shrubs, trees, etc. The gen¬ 
eral purpose is to remove dead 
growth, shape the bush or shrub and 
let in air aud suushiue. Shrubs that 
bloom first thing in the spring like 
ihe Forsythia, Spirea, etc. should not 
be pruned until after blooming so 
that flowering this season will not 
oe spoiled. Grapes, also, need spec¬ 
ial mention. These must be pruned 
very earlp otherl'isc they are liable 
to "bleed" profusely. 

PLANNING GARDEN LAYOUTS 
In planning layouts of flowers, 
shrubs aud such thins about the 
house an important point to keep lng 
mind is the time of blooming and 
also to a lesser extent, the color. 
One does not want to have every¬ 
thing in flower at the same time, and 
i hen nothing later. Also oueshould 
try to avoid any clashing of colors, 
though litis is not so liable to happ¬ 
en with flowers us with, say, womens 
dresses.

FERTILIZER TESTS ON WHEAT 
IN SOUTHERN ALBERTA 

Several different kinds of fertil¬ 
izers wert tested on wheat, grown on 
various soil types In southern Alber¬ 
ta in the last two years. The test 
plots were located on fine sandy 
loam, loam, silt loam, rlay loams, 
and clay in the brown soil zont in 
south-eastern Alberta. and in ihe 
dark brown and shallow (thin) black 
soil zones in western and central Al¬ 
berta. The fertilzers used wtre am 
moniura phosphate (11-48-0) at rates 
of 25 to 50 pounds per acre; ammon¬ 
ium sulphate at 27.5 pounds per acre; 
single superphosphatt at 50 pounds 
per acre; triple superphosphate at 
56 pounds er pa ere and com pie e fer¬ 
tilizer at 37 pounds per acre. The 
Plots were laid out in quadruplicate 
and the yields obtained were anal¬ 
ysed statistically io determine which 
results were significant. 

In general, it can be stated that 
the greatest rYsponses occured in the 
shallow black soli zone, ami in the 
northern portion of the dark brown 
soil zone with increases up to 7.8 bu 
shels per acre on the shallow black 
clay soil at Pincber Creek in 1948 
Practically no response was noted 
on any soil type tested in the brown 


soil zone east of l^ethbridgc With the 
exception o( the heavy sniis in the 
northern part of this area. In the 
dark brown soil zone greater repons¬ 
es occurred also on the lieaLler soil 
types. 

Practically without exception, where 
responses from fertilizer occurred on 
the dak brown or shallow black soils, 
the fertilizers used contained phos¬ 
phate. The use of nitrogenous fertil¬ 
izers alone showed o increases in ihe 
yields uT wheat, and the addition of 
potash to a phosphatic fertilizer did 
not give an additional increase. It 
appears therefore that in many areas 
of southern Alberta, when rainfall 
is ample, the supply of available, 
phosphates may be deficient in the 
soil. 

The protein contents were determ¬ 
ined on the wheat in these tests 
where fertilizers were applied at 25 
to 56 pounds per acre, but no sig¬ 
nificant differences werre noted. How 
ever, no additional test plots on erod- 
i cd soils, in thedark brown soil zone 
| where ammonium phosphate fer iliz- 
i er was broadcast in 1918 «t excessive 
Ip heavy rate*, after the wheat was 
up (20ft pounds pet acre), significant 
Increases occurred both in he yield 
; of wheat and also in i»s protein con¬ 
tent.
